Article 3 : SPECIFICATIONS OF LIMITS OF ERROR 
Plans 

3.1 Accuracy of Correlation with Survey of India National 
Grid 

The positions of the surface reference stations and the 
centres of all mines shafts at the surface a*d reference 
points of underground surveys and also the boundaries 
of the mine and all surface features required to be shown 
shall be shown upon the Key and Master Plans in their 
correct positions relative to the Survey of India National 
Grid within the limits of error of survey and plotting re- 
quired by this Code Gee para 2.3) 

3.2 Plotting Errors 

All surface and underground surveys made and carried 
out. in accordance with this Code shall be plotted on the 
plan of the mine so that, in the case of a plan on the scale 
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of 1/2,000, all points in tho survey are correct by scale 
to their calculated coordinate position within a limit not 
exceeding 50 centimetres. In case of a plan prepared 
on the scale of 1/1,000, the corrcipnndmg limit of error 
shall not exceed 25 cm. 

Surface Surveys 

3.3 Triangulation Station Points 

The position of every station point of triangulation with 
reference to the point of origin of the survey, calculated 
from an initial base line (or the Survey of India tope 
triangulation stations) shall agree with the position of that 
station point, calculated from a verification base line, 
within a limit of error nor exceeding 1 /5,000th of the 
linear horizontal distance of the station point from the 
point of origin. 

3.4 Traverses 

Eivery trafiVense made between station points of a 
triangulation and/or for the determination of the boun- 
daries of the mine or for the determination of other 
important surface details, shall be closed polygonally and 
shall be made within limits of error as follows :
